pnii;^riilH6SB who have read the conti- 
wd mS! "^**'°'* ^^ "*y narrative the laft 
3Kf ^ SSw year, via, : to May 6, 177J, have 
5«"^S'^J*^ thereby been infmnied of my-re- 
V^^^Ik^ moval -whb my fchool in^ this 
wUdernefe, the place pfeferr'd apd £zed upon 
by the> honorable ipi^ in London, with tho 
grounds and reafohs of it. Thc^; liave there 
feme imperfect account <^ the progreft of thtt 
undertaking, yrhich then was, and .flill is ftrug- 
ling in the birth : thejr were alTo adv^ c^the 
plan, which has ever, been my object. Agree- 
able to which I have npw ilniflied, (^at Is fi> 
far as to render comfortable and decent) the 
building there mentioned to accommodate eaf 
ftttdents, of 80^ by 32 feet } and have diHie 
itin the phineft and cheapeft manner^ which 
furnithes .16 comfortable^rooms beJides a kitch- 
tn, hiall and ftore-room. I have alfo built a 
iaw^mill and grift^mill, which appear to be well 

r ^ T done, 
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done, tndiu'e the property of the fchool, and 
Vrill likely afford a pretty annual income to it, 
befides the comfort which the fchooi muft ever 
find by having them near at hand, and under 
its controol 3 I have alfo built two barns, the 
one of 28 by 32 feet, the odier of 55 by 40, 
and 15 feet poft y I have alfo raifed, and expe^b 
within a few days to finifh a malt-houfe or 30 
feetfquare, and feveral other leiler buildings 
which were found noceiTary ; I have alfo cleared, 
and in a good meafure fitted for improvement 
about 70 or 80 acres of land, and feeded with 
englilh grain about 20 acres laftfalhfrom which 
I have ween at the late harvefi, what was ef- 
teemed a good aop confidering the land was fo 
lately laid open to the fun. I have alfo cut what 
is judged to be equal to 14 or i^; tons of good 
hay which I fiacked laft year ; *■ '■ ■ ■ -• by 
which, the expence of fupporting a team, and 
cows the enfmng winter may be confiderably 
leffened i I have alfo about 18 acres of indian 
corn now on the ground, which promifes a good 
crop. My labourers are preparing more lands 
for improvement, fome to fow with englKh 
grain this falli and others for pafiuring, which 
fiul experience has taught me the neceffity of, as 
I have fuffercd much by being diiappokited of 
this benefit^ through the negligence of a num- 
ber^ who fubfcribed labour , to incourage the 
fettlement of the fchooi in this place, and in 
cxcufe for their not being as punctual in per- 
forming, as they appeared liberal in fubfcnbing, 

plead 
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ptead their poverty ,6c the neceilities of their fa*- 
milies in their new beginnings in this wildernef9> 
however though that greater benefit has been 
delayed, and confidorable expence occ2&ooed to 
the fchool by it, yet the prolped is fair^ that it 
will foon feel the great benefit of thefe improve* 
ments, v^hich have beeil made for the rapport 
of it. And I hope through the bleffing of God, 
even the enfiiing year» we (hall find that near 
fufiicient has been pi^oduced on theft lands, to 
fupply the fchool with bread ; which will be a 
great relief, not only as to the expence, but as 
to care and fatigue in procuring it i as the great- 
eft and cheapeft part of the fupport of my fa- 
mily has been tranfported above an hundred^ 
and nuich of it near two hundred miles, through 
new and bad roads ; which has made the ex^ 
pence of fonoe articles equal to the ftrft cQil,and 
many of them much more. The cbeapeft fod* 
der I had the laft winter to fupport my team 
and a few cows, was brought 40 miles on fleda 
by oxen. And my expencea the winter before 
much greater, in proportion to the number I 
fuppor^cd here. 

It is not ea(y for one, who is not acquainted 
with the afiair of building and fettling in fueh a 
wildcrnefs, to conceive of the many difficulties^ 
fiatigues, & extraordinary expencea attending it 1 
nor does it make the burden at all lefs, if mere 
are numbers fettling within a few miles, who 
are poor and needy, and fo far from having 
abiiitjr to contribute their affiilance to others^ 

as 
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M to ftand m conftant need of help ihemielves* 
1 haw founds att4 I thiiik tt reafonible to 
be expeded io Aich an affair^Jand efpeciallf one 
fo large as this^ which 1 have been concerned in^ 
many neceffities which were fb continjgenti that 
it was b^dnd the penetratk^ or prud^ce of 
inan to f orefeey or provide ag^nft/whereth the 
expence of time/ travel iscs tafupply them, has 
been many fold more than the ooft of the thing 
CO bedone^ if tt could have been affeded witb 
no/greater dtfficu%' than in ordinary cafes in 

populous tOWQSw 

I believe I could now, with the advantage of 
thofe milla and the produce ef tbelattds on the 
fpoti accotnpliih the fame, or equivalent ta what 
I have done^ with little more than half the ex% 
pence^ which I have found neceflary in whirt 
nas been pad. I have confulted the cheapeft 
mediods L could in the whole aftair, and fup- 
pofe I may haye the teilimohy of ail, who have 
been acquainted with my doings, that I havefo 
done I but I have coiifidered that the fooner the 
fchool could have the prclffics of thefe improvey 
ments, the cheaper it would be ip the ciid. 

The number of my family li^ generally been 
from 50 to 86^ including la]»oiirer$. ft^ flu* 
dents belonging to the college and fchool from 
40 to 50^ of which from 5 to 9, have been in? 
diatts. The ch^liih youth on charity are all 
fitting for miflionariesi if God in his providence 
ibaU open a door for their ferving him in that 
capacity, and baire been about twenty.

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The MifliontrieB) which have been authorlfed 
and fent o^t this year, are as follow. The 
Rev.Mr. Avery ordained hereAuguft 29, 1771) 
i^ : • i ■■ ■ - to be colleague aind affiftant with 
Mr. Kirkland at Onoida, at Mr. Kirkiand's de- 
fire; and Mr. James Dean a member of this 
collegpj was appointed to accompany him in 
Ac capacity of interpreter^ pro tempore^ or *tiil 
another could be provided. 

Odober 2u Mr. Dean returned vvith the 
account that Mr. Avery was kindly received bv 
^e Indians, and like to be well fupply*d witn 
an interpreter* 

John Mathews of the Narragftnfett tribe, hal- 
ving received an education in this fchool iatR^ 
<jent for a fchooKmafier^ I fent to Mr.Kirklancf, 
in ordor to learn the language of that tribe, and 
to ht impioyed as Mr. Kirkland Should think 
proper, till he ihouki be fufficiently mafter of 
Uitf tongue, to be an inftrudQramon^ the fix 
nations, and after that to return and further puN 
fue a courfe of ufeful ftudies, to qualify him for 
that purpofe,. if it fiiould then appear expedient 
He made me a vifit laft Februaiy, and gave an 
account of the kind treatment he had met with 
among the indi«As, and was of opinion that 
Ichools might be had ifbr him and his coudn 
Abraham Symons, who has alfo been fitting m 
this £ihoc\ for the fame purpoib. Whereupon 
J propofed to them, that I would give them a 
mfonable fupport among ^ Indians^ if they 
would undermk^ and faitibfuUy purfue the bu« 

fineis 
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finefs of ichooMceeping, 'till they ihould them- 
fdires become fofficient mafters of that lan- 
guage. 

They fat out on that tour Feb. 27th, and June 
2oth, Symons returned, and brougnt an account 
which wasalfo confirmed by a letter from Mr. 
Avcry^that the IndianS)m a large meeting called 
for that purpofe, determined to have no more 
engliih fchook or miffiooarics among them^ fo 
that my hopes of being ufeful to them in fuch 
a way were cut ofiT. 

The honorable board of correfpondents in 
Ncw-Jcrfey, by their letter laft winter repre- 
fented to me, that repeated and earneft applica* 
tbns had been made to them, by a tribe of in<& 
dians on Muflcinhami about 800 miles from this 
place> and about 100 miles weft of Fort-Pitt, for 
a minifter or minifters to be fent among them ^ 
(They are the fanje that the Rev.CharlcsBcatty 
went among a few years ago, the account of 
whofe miffion was printed in London ;) and dc- 
iirtd me to join them in planning and profecu- 
ting a miffion there, and th« I would provide 
the miffionaries, and meet their committee the 
Rcv^ Mcffieurs Bcatty, Brainerd, and Spencer^ 
at Hartford in Conncfliput, on the 25 of April. 
Accordingly, at the time and place appointed, I 
met the Rev. Mr. Spencer, (the other, two being 
providentially prevented,) to which meeting 
went with me Mcifieur« Maccluer, and Frilbic^ 
that they might be ais fully advifed of the whole 
afiau: as they cotdd, in order to their accepting 

the 
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the^tihlioQ propofed^ if tht^ fliould fee the dbpr 
(^Hened to ini^te them to it.--»-And agreeable 
to oar conclufion at that meeting, Mr; Spencer 
returned to meet the fyhod at Phiiaddphki;th!stt 
In cafe;Mn Brainerd (who was taken fick on 1& 
way' to Hartford) ihould not be aible to under^ 
take the long jonrney^ Mr* Duffield or fomc 
other expenencedyaM imtabte mtnifler of that 
fynod^ nirgfaa be procqredyand appointed by that 
board of correfpondents, with a faitable inter-* 
preter^ to ac;company and introduce thefe ypuhg 
gentleooen into the bufinefs of their miflion a^ 
mong the Indians ; and the whole t6 be under 
the diredion atid patronage of that board, as 
they are 400 mSes nearer to tbofe Indians than 
I am^ and nsudi more fully acquainted i«rith 
their fituatton,conneftioci$»temiper,prejudt€es&c. 
in: genera}, and feveral of thatfynodinparticu« 
]ar have had Tery intiaoiate acquaintance, and a 
thorough knowledge of their ftatc, l^ their ha- 
ving, been imployed in mijSiojQA among them. 
And I reiuroed with Mefficurs MaccTuer and 
Frifbie to make them ready for the wlffion. 
Accordingly on the 20th of May, they were 
Ibieninly ordained, and fcperated to the facred 
office by ft (ling and prs^er, and laying on the 
hands of die prefbytcry. 

Atid having icceivcd advice, by Mr.Spcncer'a 
letter from Philadelpbia, of the approbation of 
that iynod, and board of correfpondents, ^nd 
their concurrence with the plan we had fixed 
upon, Me^eurs Maccluer and Frifbic fat out 

B on 
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on the long tourjune 19 rafter wc had come 
Into a folemn agreement,that befided a daily re- 
membrance of one another at the throne of di- 
vine grace, we would fpend a fpeekt ieafoti,viz. 
on faturday znd fabbath evrenmgs, between the 
hours of 6 and 7 o ciockjn prayer to God fdr his 
^prote£tiOn> gracious prefence and bleiBng, for 
thefe and all the miflionaries, and for the fuc*- 
cefs of their miffions^ for his blefUng on all en- 
deavours, and fuccefs to the whole deiign ; in 
which every Member of this college and ibbool 
joined with the greateft appearance of cbear- 
itilnefs, and wc doubt not, that fy nod aud board 
of correfpondents Will aschearfUlly unite with 
us in k, as well as ail others, whole hearts are 
bent for die inlargement and advancement of 
the kingdom of ^<^ great Redeemen 

TheRev, Dodor Withcrfpoon, Prdidentof 
New-Jerfey coli^e^ offered to diiburfe the mo- 
ney to fupport this miflion on my drawing a bill 
in his favour, on the Hon. fociety in Scotland 
f6r*i5ol. ftcrling, to be paid out of the money 
in their bands, collcdcd by Dodor Whitakcr, 
for the ufe of my fchool and fupport of miffio* 
narics ; which 1 accordingly did, and fent by 
them^ with blank- bills on that fociety, or the 
Hon. truft in London, iu cafe any emergencies 
fh^uld make it necefliiry for them to draw for 
more. 

Mr. Sitvanus Ripley, who fini(hed his courfe 
ofcollegiate-ftudicshcrc laft fall, very chear- 
fully complied with the openings of pro- 
vidence, 
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vidence, to undertake a miffioa to the tribes in 
Canada, and accordingly preparea for that pur^ 
pofe, and fct out with Lieut. Thomas Taylor, 
whom he bad made choice of for his compani- 
on in that tour, as he had been long a captive 
with theFrendi and Indians in thofe parts^and 
was well acquainted with the cuftoms of both, 
and with their country, and could ferve him as 
an interpreten He fat out July 17, well re- 
commended to the lieut. Governor and Com- 
mander in chief, and others of that province, by 
his Excellency Governor Wentwortn, & others. 
The Special dcfign of his journev was to fee, what 
door,or doors, was or might be opened for him^ 
or others, to go as miflionarics among them^ to 
open a way for intercourfe between them and 
this fchool, and obtain a number of fuitable 
youth, tf it may be^ to receive an education here; 
m the choice of which,he will have (pecial rcC^ 
pedt to the children, whofe parents were in for- 
mer wars* captivated by the Indians, and were 
naturalized, and married among them. May 
God grant his blefling and fuccefs to thefe im- 
portant mifBons. 

I look upon my prefent connedbn with that 
reputable board of correfpondents in New- 
Jerfey, to be an honor and fingular fmile, and 
favour of heaven upon the deiign of this femi- 
nary ; not only on account of the fingular piety, 
and l^uning of the members of it, and their re- 
lation as truflees to that college, which has been 
fo diftingui(hingly owned and honored of Goo 

from 
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from the firft/by fpccial feafons of the out pour- 
ings of a fpirit of convidion and convcrfion, 
upon numbers of the members of it from time 
CO timc>and efpecially of late ; but as they have 
long had experience, and may now reasonably 
be lupjjofed to have a better underftaiuimg than 
moft others in Indian afiairs ; md aUo as their 
fiiuation gives them the beft advanuee of any 
board upon the continent, to patroiiw^ ^red» 
sHSIt. and comfort young miffionaries, who may 
be feut to that part of the country,from this or 
any other fchool. And I can't but hope, and I 
do hope in God, that by his bleffing upcm our 
united efibrts in this caufe, we may foon have 
a firing of godly zealous miffionaries, among 
all the numerous tribes from Moikingham to 
Montreal s whicb conlidered only in a polidcal 
view will be a far better defence to the Englifh 
provinces againft their ravages, and ihcurlioos,in 
cafe a war fliould break out, than a double line 
of forts. And 1 am perfwadcd that if the pa- 
tentees of provinces, whofc jurifdiaion extends 
into the Indian claims, well underflood the mat- 
ter, they would believe that they could no way 
aft a wifer part for thcmfelves, or take a courfe 
quicker to get into poflcffion of thofe lands, 
than by fending godly and faithftil miffionaries 
among them. For if they receive the gofpel, 
they wilt foon betake thcmfelves to agriculture 
for their fupport, and fo will need but a very 
fmall part, comparatively, of the lands which 
they now claim^ and will foon believe it to be 

for 
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for their advantage to have them fettled by 
the Englifh ; and if they will not receive the 
gofpcl, they will, as they have doae^ waftei 
away before it, as the morning dew before the 
riling fun. But there are far gret^r motives 
than thefe felfifh ones, to excite'^att to do 
what in us lies, and as faft as we can, to pub- 
lifh the way of life and falvation among them. 
The Hon. London board of commiilioners in 
Bofton have, with great chearfuinefs, 6c alau^ 
dable generofity> undertaken for the fupport 
of Mr. Kirkland at Onoida, where God has 
heretolbre honored him, to be the inftrument 
of gathering a church of favages, awakened 
and converted by means of his miniftry,among 
thern^ I underftand they haVe feveral Indian 
youth who were educated 'in ^b fchool in 
their em|>Ioy: and I hope their conftituents 
will enakie them to employ a yet greater 
number, with which I truft Ilhallfoon bea* 
ble to furnKh them, and fuch as I hope will 
be found well qualified for their purpofe. 

I have alfo encouragement from Mr.Occom, 
that he will undertake a million to a diftant 
fouthern tribe next fpnng, who fpcak nearly 
his language, and that he will take David or 
Jacob Fowler, (Indians who were educated in 
this fchool) with him,in the capacity of fchool- 
mafter. 

Alio an Englilh youth M r. Auguftine Hib- 
bard, who has this fall finilhed his courfe of 
learning here^ purpofcs^ God willing, next

fpring to undertake a^ifion to the tribes of 
Indians on St. John's^ and the Bay of Fuady^ 
(ivhere we are advifed there is a door opened- 
ibr a miifionary,) and to take Mr. Dean, be« 
£f>re. mentioned^ as hiscompanion and inter- 
preter, and thef c join their endeavours with 
agents, Governor Wcntworth has imploy ed to 
procure boys for this fchooL 

Mr, Avery returned from his miiRon to 
Onoida laft month, and confirms the forego*^ 
ing account of the intire difinclination of the 
Indians in that quarter, to receive or incou- 
rage another miilionary or Ichool-mafter a« 
mong them and thought it probable thatMn 
KirkJand would be foon drove away from 
them. On which account as well as his want 
of a good ftate of health, he appears intirely 
difincllned to return to them again. He alfo 
inform'd me as what was commonly reported 
and believed by all in thofe parts, that there 
had been a war belt very wide, long^ and 
ftrong. Tent fome hundred miles with defiga 
to invite and draw a great number of the back 
nations, to unite in a war againft theEnglifh, 
and driyt them all off from the continent ; 
that the belt bad been ihewn to eighty tribes, 
and was generally approved by them : but 
that their de%n was dilcover^d fooner than 
ihcy mtended, and that endeavours were ufed 
lo recall it. But the publick will doubdefs 
have a fuller and more autliendc account of 
this^ than I am able to give.

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Mr.MaccIuer alfo oo his way to Miitlimghara> 
writes me that repom^ that the Indians were 
much fowered ag%infl rhe 1^gfi£b, and that a 
war with them was brewme, were comnion 
in thofe parts. If thit fhoirfd be the cafe^tfae 
jni^onaries will all be put in fear, if nothing 
worfe. I am alfo informed that a party of 
Indians of about 70, o^ this river about ibo 
miles above me, laft fummer difcovercd fuch 
a temper towards the Englilh, and left their 
huts and went off in fuch a manner as infpi- 
red ftrong jealoufies in fomie, that they would 
gladly bear their part in fuch a war, if they 
had an opportunity. My rifing hopes ref- 
pe^ing individuals have heretofore been fo 
ladly difappOtnted in many tnftances, and I 
have feen and Jknown io much of Indian in* 
gratitude, hypocrify, and deceit, and fo often 
a return of enmity and malevolence to their 
beft friends, and kindeft benefa(5lors, for the 
moft genuine expreffions of friendfhip and 
Icindnels made to them ; and efpecially in 
the fix nations of late towards Mr. Kirkland 
and others, that it fecms fome times, 1 ihould 
be quite difccuragcd, as to any further vigo* 
cous attempts for their good, were- it not for 
other confiderations, which I always find ef- 
fe<Slual to bear down all difcouragements be- 
fore them. 

The fix nations, who have long joined in a 
Arong confederacy among themfelves, were 
once a large and fornudable body, but they 

arc 
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aM now through their dmnkenefs and other 
vices, for which they have diilinguiihed them- 
felves^reduced comparatively to a fmaH hand- 
ful. They are fituate neareft to the Engliih, 
and thpir friendfliip and atcachmeat to the 
£ngli£hhas been of great importance^as their 
infltience on other tribes has neen great ; for 
thefe and other reafons^ it has been natural 
and proper to make them our firft obje<Sl, in 
our attempts to introduce the gofpel into'the 
wildernefs ; but they have long been and ftill 
are pimngaway in their wicked&e£a,and there 
is much realbn to fear^ •* they are mgh unto 
curling: **^ Their number bearshut a fmalT pro- 
portioa to the cribes beyond them, who have 
never yet enjoyed the means of grace, nor 
lo much a$ had an offer of the great falvatioa 
made to them. And why fhould the unfuc- 
cefsfuhrefs of the means, itfed t^ith thefe, dif- 
courage our tfndeavaurs with re{pe<% to them ; 
and efpccially if we confider^that the nations 
back 21 re not yet fo much funk down into thefe 
national vices, nor ib much hardenM,and pre- 
judiced agaiiift means and inilrument5t of 
healing, as thefe are. And however that may 
appear upon trlal,^ yet 'till that trial be made, 
*til! we can ^ ho forthor, we (hall be inex- 
cufable,and?ihall be guilty of a criminal fai- 
lure in that charity and compalHon, which we 
owe, and vsii^h the conunand of Ghrift re- 
quires us to exercife, towards our fellow im*- 
mortals in fuch a cafe^ And if afcer all, our | 
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endeavours ihall prove infucceftftiT, as to fav» 
ittg benefit to them, yet this may be our com- 
fortj " that We ihall l>e UfttoOod a fweetfitvor 
of Chrift,^ and great and ^orious purpofes 
will notwhhilanding be^rved thereby. 

And though there has hitherto been no 
Vifible profpedt; of a national converfion of 
them to Chrifty yet there have been^ m a 
judgment of chrmian eharityj many indivi-* 
duals made partakers of the Taving benefits 
c^ the gofpel by means of this fchooL And 
if there ihould never be any thing more done^ 
than> there is reafon to believe, has been 
alreadv doife at Onoida^ chiefly by means of 
Mn Kirkland^s miniftry^ nonei who have fo 
generoufly contributed to the furtherance of 
this caufe on either fide of the water^ will 
0ver have occafion to regret the expence^ as 
ftuitlefs or without ene^> proportionable 
thereto^ But the fuccefs at Onoida is not all | 
Itruft there are many other inftances of fa- 
ving good to the fouls of the lavages by means 
ofthisfchpoL 

And further, I freely own that the appear- 
ance of the hand of God fo evidently, from 
time to time^ in raifing this feminary from no-^ 
thing, upholdjngi notirjlhing, and preferving 
it, when its beginings were frtiall and con- 
i^emptible, and fo evidently defending and 
maintaining it as his own caufe,agamft all the 
plots, madbinations^ and devices of its ene- 
mies } and conflantly turning their endea-^ 
C vouri 
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vours againft it to the furtherance of it, has 
been a fovercign fupport againft difcourage- 
ment under all my burdens and fatigues in 
the affair, from day to day, in fo long and 
conftant a feries ot them ; and does infpire 
hopes and ftrengthen my confidence, that 
there is yet fomething great in the womb of 
providence to bo brought forth in due time,by 
means of this fchool for the glory of God, in 
the advancement and inlargement of theRe-- 
decp^r's kingdom. It is the Lord's doings, 
and not the refult and produ<5k of the wiClom, 
penetration,or policy of the wife and prudent 
counfellors of this world : Had it been fo, it 
might poilibly have been mentioned as an evi*- 
dence of gennis/ortitude,felfdenial, patience, 
&c. but in the whole affair, God has evidently 
chofen his inftruments, and calculated all his 
difpcnfations towards it hitherto, to fecurc 
all the glory to himfelf, ** and hide pride from 
roan." Qod has done it himfelf, and 1 know 
it to be fo, for his providence has led the way 
in many inf^ances, when it wa:s dark as mid* 
nigfit as to any thing, which the prudence or 
forefight of man could fuggefl j and he has 
done all things well; the enemy, however 
watchful they have been, can yet find nothing 
but lies, with which they can reproach iu 
And to God alone be the glory. And if any 
think, that what I here fay favors of enthufi- 
afm, I hope they will not envy me the fatif. 
fadUon I have in it« 

I 
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I wait upon God» who pe rformethall things 
for it» and whofe chc eaith is and the fullneis 
thereof, to provide funds for the fupport of 
officers, and inftrudlors, a library and other 
thing? neceflaiy for it. Three tutors at leaft 
are necefTary, and*they ihould be fo fupported 
thzt they may wholly gire themfelves to that 
fervice. 

And who knows, but thk imperfe<ft nar- 
rative may fall into the hands oi fuch as God 
has honoured with an affluence of worldly 
goods, and has alfo taught them effe^bally* 
that they are but ftewards of all the manifold 
grace ot God to them, and who may on de* 
liberate and impartial confideration of the 
nature and importance of thiscaufe propofed 
to their charity, be perfwaded that this is a 
way acceptable and well pleaiing to God^ for 
them in return to honor him with their fub* 
ftance ; and a moll fure way for them, to 
procure to themfelves the blefilngs of thou-* 
fends ready to perifti, even in generations to 
come, while they themlelves ihall be reaping 
thofe eternal rewards which a faithful Qod 
has in referve for fuch. 

The Hon. John Philips, Efq; of Exeter,in 
thisprovince,in addition to repeated and ge- 
nerous donations, heretofore made to this 
fchool, has lately given a freih teftimonial, 
that he is not yet weary of a<fts of charity and 
benevolence towards it, by a donation of 175!. 
lawful money, towards a mathematical and 
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pbilofophioal apparatus i and hopes the exam* 
pie wUl be followed by fuch» as will furnifh 
a compleat one for the ufe and benefit of this 
college. 

Alio another gentleman has privately in* 
formed me, that he has procured a valuable 
collection of books, which he defigns as a 
prefent to this feminary« 

I doa't remember to have heatd any ob- 
je(%ion made againitthe eftabUfhment m'this 
college or fchool, or the plan» or manner o£ 
OKCcuting it of a Ipng time on this iide the 
Atlantic^ excepting what I now and then hear 
fxooi the fea coaft, abovo an hundred miles 
diftant from me ; and that only from fuch as 
have never f^cn this^part of the country, nor 
xeoeived the accounts, they have given of 
faAs, from any, who weitf fuflSciently ac* 
quainted with my affairs, to give a true refa- 
tion of t£)em« And the objections or flan^ 
ders, they have fent abroad^ have come to 
me, through various hands, via Edinburgh 
and London i a crooked road indeed ! which 
has occaiioned fome trouble and expence of 
poftage, that would eafily have been pre- 
vented, had their objecSlions been expofed to 
the light before they left America^ 

I think thefe calumnies in general to be 
unworthy my notice, and am forry, that any 
of oar friends abroad did not wait to be well 
advifed of what is well known in this coun-^ 
try, relative to things they have reported as 

fa(fts, 
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faAsy before they gave heed to their flanders. 
I ih^ii Piily -in general fay^ that a$ to the 
infiauations giyen^ that there i& a fecret plai^ 
Jaidy to get this college aod fcl^pl> and all the 
donations made It into Other hands^ ice. I have 
never had the leaft foipicion^ that fuch a k^ 
volution^ as has beeii talked of abroad^ was 
ever defiredi or fo miich as thought of by 
any one in coonedtilon with it, on either fide 
the water, or the leaft inGlination, that a far^- 
thing of the moiley colleded for that pur<^ 
pofe^ ihould be improved for any other than 
that defigned by the pions donors ^ nor have 
I the leaft ^pprehenuon„ that there is any 
mord ground or reafon for fuch a ilifpicion^ 
or any mc^re danger or poifibility of fuch a 
xevoltition in this, than in any college on the 
Continent. But I think I can fufikiently de* 
monftrate to any rational man^ that this fe- 
minary is more effedually fecured againft fuch 
a defign, if it ihould ever be thought of, than 
any college in the landt But at the fame 
time I detefl it's being conlidered or impiro-^ 
vedy as a partial defign^ toeftablifh and build 
up one denomination of chriftians, and cruih 
another, profeifing the eilentials of the fame 
faith : and I hope that univerfal and impartial 
charity towards dl denominations of people, 
profeifing godltnefs, and difinterefled bene* 
volence towards all mankind, may always be 
the diftinguUhing charadler of Dartmouth* 
CoUcgCt 

As 
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As to the furmifes and prejudices thereby 
raifed at a difiance, that I have changed my 
obje<St>and that the charitable donations^ made 
for the ufe of this fchool and miflionaries^ 
are in whole or part perverted to my own, or 
Ibme other Engli(h defign, &c were it not 
for the operation of thefc flanders beyond my 
acquaintance, I ihould not think it wonh my 
pains, to fay a word about them ; as I am con- 
fident theie is not a man on earth, who has 
known my condud^ in this affair, from the 
firft to this day, that has ever entertained the 
leaft fufpicion or jealoufy of that nature ; if 
there be fuch an one, let the objedior point 
him out. 

I have invariably kept the fame obje6): in 
view, and there has not been a ftep taken» 
nor a ftroke ftruck by me or my order, in the 
whole affair of my removing, fettling and ac- 
comodating myfelf, family, and this Teminary 
in this wildernefs, but what has been meant, 
calculated, devifed, and defigned to be in di- 
red fubfcrviency to my firft objedfc, viz. the 
gofpelizing the Indians ; nor has there been 
any thing done here, (excepting what T, or 
others have done at our own expence,) but 
it muft have been done, if an Engli(h*college 
had never been thought of. The Indians 
are the iirfl: objcA in the charter, and the 
firfl objedk defigned by all the lands fecured 
thereby, and of many other fubfcriptions and 
donations made to it. And there never has 
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been from the firft to this hour, dire6lly or 
indiredily, one farthing of the money cpl^^ 
le<9:ed on either fide the water, for the ufe 
of my Indian fchool, or for the fupport of 
miffionaries, been improved for my own, or 
my family's fupport, or for any other pur- 
pofe, with my knowlege or confent. That 
has been my fingle objeA, which was defign* 
ed by the donors. I have conftantly ordered 
my book-keepers, that whenever the accounts 
between me and the fchool, fhouid be fo 
connefled, that it (hould be difficult to deter* 
mine precifely what was juft between us, 
that they fhouid always determine and fettle 
it in favour of the fchool, and let the lofs, if 
there was any, fall upon me. And this I 
have done, not becaufe I tho't I deferved no 
reward for all I have done in the affair, but 
becaufe I was early aware, there were fuch 
as would be difpofed to reproach me, and 
the caufe I embarked in as being defigned, 
primarily and chiefly, for my own emolu- 
ment ; and I have done it, that I might cut 
ofFoccafion from fuch as defire fuch occafion 
of reproach. God has gracioufly hitherto 
provided for the lubfiftence of my family, and 
has not fuffered a neceility on me, to wrong 
a creditor. And though I have been often 
fo involved for the neceflary fupport of my 
family, that I could not fee how to get thro', 
without the fale of my little patrimony ; yet 
God has always appeared feafonably to open

the iicart of fomt generous benefactor, to 
fupply my waht* And in him^and him only 
dol niil hope and trtift for my fubfiftehce i 
and determine by his grace to be able to 
make folemn oath, that I have never know^ 
ragly embez!seled, or any way improved a 
farthing of thofe facred monies to any other 
purpofe, than that for whkh they \i?ere cond* 
mittedto mytruft. 

, My taking indepcindent fcholars is ho man« 
ner of ejepence to the fchool, nor impedi^- 
ment any manner of way to the charity fcho- 
lai^, Englifti or Indians^ but the contrary | 
and Will be for their great advantage, fo long 
as independent fcholars bear their part in the 
fupport of Tutors, and other charges m the 
college and fchool } and alfo fb long as they^ 
Iball be fupported by the produce of lands^ 
given to the fchool at a fe^fonable price, and 
that money appliied to the ufd of charity fcho^ 
lars. And fuch are my profpedtsat prefent^ 
that notwithilanding, through various difap^ 
pointments, my plan has not yet arrived to 
fucharipenefs as Thoped for and expeffced, 
yet, I may venture to fay, the progrefs of it 
has been to the gent^rallurprife of judicious 
obfervers* 

And if God fhall mercifully coritmtie his 
fmiles.on my endeavours, according t<> his^ 
paft loving kindnefs, I expetfi: in a very (tw 
years to be able to fupport fome fcores of In- 
dians, if they may be obtained, or others for 
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thft Indian fervicc, on a permahentfund here, 
which will likeiy be increafing, 'till all :hcfe 
lands arc put under inifpTovement, and never 
be exhaufted fo Long as they laft ; and I hope 
this very year to be able to fupport a confi'- 
derable immbet independent of any othct 
fuppUes from abroad; 

As to die maoy aonjetftiires, I hear,*tJw-te 
have bfijen^ about my iularging my number 
of Engliih cbacity fchobrs in my Icbool^ wlih 
a view to their havmg the lead in Indian af^ 
fairs in the wibdetnefs i I fup|K>f<t that thje 
reaibns, I offered in nciy lalV were iufiicichc 
to fatisfy eyery tational nun^ w ho basr read 
and well cotiitdered the we%ht of them; and 
Whoever has rejsid, what has been heretofore 
published on that head, canH but fe^i^that it is 
perfe^ly agreeable lo the original plan, viz. 
that there ibould be a competent ntimber of 
fuch educated for ibat purpofc, though 1 con- 
fcfe, I did not at firft apprehend, that fo great 
a proportion of Englim miifionanes would be 
necefiary;i4is I now find to be by experience j 
and that not only on account of the infuffici* 
ciency of thetr own fons, to perform that parr, 
amidfi foi JUany and great temptations, and 
fuch forcible oppofition ; but alfo for the fup« 
ply of other funds, which have been ufelefsi 
or at leaft iiot fo fixUy employed as they might 
have beeii^ only through want of perfons fui- 
taWy qualified, and difpofed for that fervice* 

It is well known what difficulty the vene- 
D rable 
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table London board m Boftoa bare found for 
years^paft^ to procure a meet pedbn for their 
lervice, before my fon Kirkknd j^ hkaielf 
Jnto their pay to fupply that want* And tho* 
I have never been advifed by a line, or any 
otlicr way, from that Board, what their govern^ 
ing mo^e in taking him under their patro- 
nage was, yet the reafon of the cafe, and 
chriAian chancy dired me to fuppofe, H 
was fuch a nec^mty of a man for their pnr- 
pofe* To be furc, I know of no odber mo- 
tive diey had to defirc him, ot he ta comply 
with their deiire i nor can J think of any o« 
ther, unlefs ic be one too low and unworthy 
to fuppofe fuch a venerable Body would ht 
governed by* 

My, and his Honred Patrons, the Honorable 
Truft in London, amidft innumerable exprefi 
fions of tibeit parental and continual affedion 
|CTd oare for hiw did, by their letter deftre me 
to fix an annual pen€on upon him for his fup- 
pott ; their letter I receiv^ January 28, 1 769. 
And by a letter two days after, viz. January 
30, 1 advifed Mr. Kidktand otthis cxpreffion 
of their fatherly kindnefs to him : wbich ad*^ 
vice he duly received, with my earneft defire^ 
that he would, as foon as might be, give an 
opportunity for the completion of it ; but as 
I fuppofed a larger peniion, than ht^ been 
generally allowed might be thought reafon^ 
able for him, and as* his conne<Siions with 
me were fuch^ as might expofe me to re- 
proach, 
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proach, if I did it alone, it was by aU thought 
proper^ that a number of reputable gentle- 
men ihouid be defired to be with us, and con- 
iider and advife m the affair } accordingly a 
number of the Scottiih board in Conne^icut, 
were concluded upon for that purpofe ; and 
nothing was wanting to complete the matter 
but his being ready to attend upon it. And 
fo the matter lay 'till I was called into this 
wildernels in Auguft 1770, when I left Jblank 
bills wiith my agents, which he was advifed of 
to be filled up for the full fupply of all his 
neceflities ; with a {tri&L charge that, by no 
means, they Hiould fuffcr him to want ; this 
was the ftate of the cafe when I left home, 
and this was the ftate of it, when he went 
under the patronage of that board. 

Thefe are ftubborn fafts, which I am 
able abundantly to prove by indifputable tef* 
timonies, and all reports o^ (landers that have 
been or may be inconfiftent with thefe fadb,. 
are groundlefs and untrue : and this, without 
faying any hing more, I th" ik, ^ay be fuf- 
ficicnt to fatisfy every rational and* unbiaiTed 
mind, that Mr. Kirkland did not fhift his con- 
nexions for the fake of a more plentiful, or 
a more independent fupport 5 nor for the 
fake of a more fatherly, and benevolent pa- 
tronage, or one more honourable and repu- 
table ; nor becaufe he could think his obli- 
gations were greater to any others, than to 
thofe he went from : but his modye muft 
have been fomething elfe* I 
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I hope In God^ that this change of h!8 re- 
lation and conne6lion8 may prove a happy 
omen, more efieAnally to unite our forces in 
the common cauie, and that the lingular ac-^ 
complilhments of Mn Kirkland, for that fer- 
vice, may hereby become more extenfively 
ufefuL 

This femmary yet remsiins under parental 
government, and I find no need of any other 
at prefent. I have found nothmg more ne- 
penary to mamtain good order and regularity, 
among all my ftudencs hitherto, than to ihew 
them what is the law & mind of Chrifl ; what 
will pleafe God, and what will not. Except- 
ing in one mftance, viz, of a charity youth, 
whom I turned away from the Tchool as in- 
corrigible in lin,and who feemed to have been 
incouraged, by fecret ahettors, in bis o^po- 
iition to every method I could take, to reclaim 
him ; as he would frequently boaft among 
his fellow ftudents, that he had a great and 
important friend, that would undertake for 
his education on charity, if I dJd not jpleafe 
him ; and was feveral times fo inadvercant as 
to call his Rev\i. friend by name. Soon after 
his expullion, I heard that the fame gentle- 
man recommended and introduced him into 
a college, without confulting me^, or obtaining 
any better recommendation o( him from me, 
in order to make him the objeft of their cha- 
rity, than that of a fcandalous, oblHnate, Im- 
penitent finner. But I hear, that the lean- 
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dalous conduft of the unhappy youth has flncc 
been fuch, as has not given his new patron 
any great occafion ofgloryfngin him; but 
the fociety to which he had the honor to be 
admitted as a menaber, foon found occafion to 
[pew him out. 

My ftudents have been univcrfally well in- 
gaged in their ftudies^and a number of inde^ 
pendant as well as charity fcholars, have only 
by turning a neceffary diverfion to agreeable 
manual labor^.done much to lelTen the ex** 
pence of their education the laft year $ and 
many will likely do fo for years and genera- 
tions to come, and that without jthe leaft dif-» 
honor to their perfons or families, or impedi- 
ment any manner of way to their ftudies j 
and this according to the example of as repu- 
table a college as any in this kingdom. 2 
Kings 6, i, &c. And happy indeed would 
it be, if they fliould do it with the like mea- 
fure of the fame fpirit as they had, which may 
God grant, and a double portion of it to reft 
upon them all. 

I make no doubt,but I have felt the benefit 
of the prayers of many, who long for the prof- 
perity of Zion, and would take this opportu- 
nity to befpeak the continuance of them, for 
this rifing inl^itution, and for me, that I may 
be aiiiiled and dire6ied in all that is before 
me ; and for the prote6kion, afTiftance, and 
fuccefs of thofe who are laboring in their fe- 
veral departments in the wildernefs. 

And 
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And I would alfo take this opportunity to 
afTure many friends on both fides the water, 
who have greatly obliged and honored me 
with their kind letters^ but have received no 
anfwer, that my negle<% has never been 
through want of care, gratitude, or refpeft, 
but through the conftant crowd of my bufi- 
nefs, by which means I have now many fcores 
of letters, and fomc of importance, unanf- 
wered, nor has it been poflible for me to anf- 
wer them. I hope as foon as my fteward is 
fettled, I fhail have more leifure to anfwer 
their expedation from me.

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APPENDIX. 

Septeiiiber 26ih, 1772. 

T>6byof fendmg the foregoing narrative 
to the prefs,gives an opportunity to oblige 
niy friends, with a iholt accoimt of the fuc- 
ceft of Mr, "Ripley's miffion to Canada. 

He returned on the 21ft inftant with his 
companion arid interpreter, iLreut Taylor, a;nd 
brought With them ip youths, eight belong- 
ing to the tribe at Cagnawaga, near Montreal, 
and two of the tribe at Lardtt, near Quebec. 
Soon after his arrival at the farmer of thefe 
phces^ he made Icnown to them the errand 
oh which he was fern, and difclofed the pro- 
pofal of fending a number of their children 
tb this fchooi for aaeducatton ; and left it to 
their (jonflderation> 'till he (hotild go and wait 
tipdit the commander in chief of that province 
at Quebec. And after he had pafTed thro' 
the imall^pox^ which he took by inoculation, 
as it was judged unfafe for him to travel that 
country without it, he went to Ouebec, But 
his honor the Goveritotiai well as other Eng- 
liih gendemen, weie apprehenfive, that the 
Iniiaiis were fo btgotted to tlie Romifti Reli- 
gion, tliat there was no hope of fuccefs, and 
advifed him not to go on that^rrand to Loretci 
be accordingly returned without viiiting them 
as he propofed. 

But on his coming to Caghnawaga he foimd 
there two likely young mea of the tribe at 

Lorett. 
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Lorett) who fct out with defien to go to Sir 
WiUiam johafon^ with a iingie view to find a 
fchooly in which they might get ufeful itnow« 
ledge. They had heard nothing of Mn Rip- 
fey, nor of any foch defig^ as he was upon in 
their favour ; 'till they caitie to Caghnawaga, 
which is 1 80 miles on their way to Sir Willi- 
ams, and on hearing of the propofat Mr. 
Ripley had made, they waited five weeks at 
that place for his return, and on his coming 
comjplied with his offer of taking them into 
this fchool with chearfulnefsl The fame day 
a council of the chiefs of that tribe was called 
to confider of the propofal of fending their 
children to this fchool^ which Mr. Ripley had 
left to their confideration, in which tt^y were 
fo a man agreed in the affirmative^ and ac^ 
knowledged with gratitude the benevolence 
and kindnefs of the offer : They continued 
United and firm to the lafl in that determftna-- 
tion againft the moft warm and zealous le^ 
monftrances of their pried, both in public and 
private 1 in confequetxce of which deicrmina-^ 
tion« nine of their boys were made ready to 
accompany Mr.Riplcy hither ; three of which 
Were children or deicendants from captives^ 
who had been captivated when they were 
young, and lived with them 'till they were 
naturalised and married among them. One 
was a defcendant from the Rev. Mr. Willi- 
ams who was captivated from Deerfield in 
1704, btat ihe boy was taken fick with the 

mca- 
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meafle^ andl thereby his coming was prevcat* 
ed » but may be expedcd m the fpring. A- 
nother was a delcendant from Mr. TarbuU^ 
who was captfirated from Groton, ia the year 
A 700, who is now a hearty and adUve mant 
and the eldeft chiefyaod chief fpeaicerof the 
trib^ He exprefled great irfTeAion to his 
relations in New-England* font his love to 
them, and defired they xtiizht be informed 
that he had a grandfun at thk fchooK The 
i>thef was fon to Mr. Siacey, who was cap- 
tivated from Ipfwich, and is a good interpre- 
ter for that tribe. 

They all arrived fafe aftd In health on that 
day fortnighti after they /at out from Cagh- 
newaga, and appeared to be very glad *'thM 
they had got home/* as they expiefled it 
They ihewed great refpe6l; to Mr. Riplw, and 
Mr. Taylor on the way, were very ofncious 
|o get barks and boughs of trees to fecufe them 
from the injuries of the weather. 

1 hey appear to be in general a very pro- 
inifing nuttiber of yoiuhs. Thefe young meh 
of the Lorct tribe appear to be endowed with 
a greacnefs of mind^, and a third for learn* 
ing, which is uncommon. And they iay that 
a nunraber of youths of their acquaintance, in 
that tribe would be- glad of an opportunity 
to come to thisfchoot were much difpl^afed 
that Mr* Ripley wa« advifed not to go to tnem 
as he ptopofed^ and have often moved Mt, 
Kipley to make them a viitt next fpring«
